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13th  ANNUAL 
CONVENTION 
IS  SUCCESSFUL

If  you  use  one  word  to  describe  the 
Garden  State  Numismatic  Association's 
recently  held  convention,  it  would  be  ac¬ 
tive.  The  bourse  floor  was  buzzing  with 
activity  all  three  days.  The  show  was  held 
June  24-26  at  the  Hyatt,  Cherry  Hill.  NJ, 
shorted  from  4  to  3  days  for  economic 
reasons.  There  was  strong  movement  in 
both  collector  and  investor  type  coins. 
There  were  over  2,000  registered  visitors 
to  the  show  which  doesn't  include  atten¬ 
dance  to  the  New  Jersey  Token  &  Metal 
Show  that  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
G.S.N.A.  convention. 

The  YN  Program  is  always  a  favorite  of 
the  junior  collectors.  Larry  Gentile  again 
provided  four  hours  of  fun  and  education 
for  the  YN’s  on  Saturday.  This  year's  play 
money  for  the  auction  featured  the  likeness 
of  Sandy  Ross,  G.S.N.A.’s  secretary. 

Surina  Auction  Galleries  of  Matawan, 
NJ  held  the  Garden  State  Rare  Coin  Auc¬ 
tion  at  the  convention  this  year.  The  auc¬ 
tion  was  a  success.  Collector  coins  and 
gold  seemed  to  do  well  with  dollars  a  lit¬ 
tle  soft.  Highlights  of  the  sale  included  a 
1793  F- 15/15  Wreath  Cent  at  $750,  an 
1873  Type  III  Gold  Dollar  in  ANACS 
60/60  at  $  1 ,525  with  an  estimate  of  $750, 
and  1854  AU  Kellogg  $20  Territorial  Gold 
Piece  at  $2,100  and  a  set  of  3  consecutive 
serial  numbers  CU  1918  $2.00  Richmond, 
VA  notes  which  brought  $750  with  a  $300 
to  $400  estimate.  Surina  Auction  Galleries 
will  be  back  next  year  with  another  sale. 

Always  a  highlight  of  the  G.S.N.A.  con¬ 
vention  is  the  Educational  Forum.  This 
year’s  speakers  were  Joseph  Noble  who’s 
topic  was  “The  Art  of  the  Medal,”  and 
Greg  Heim  speaking  on  “Collecting 
Strategies  for  the  Numismatist.  As  is  years 
past  a  souvenir  wooden  flat  was  given  to 
those  in  attendance  and  the  remaining  were 
destroyed.

Skilled  Medalists 
Play  With 
Fourth  Dimension 

Because  they  have  two  sides,  art  medals 
add  a  fourth  dimension  —  time  —  to  tradi¬ 
tional  three-dimensional  sculpture,  Joseph 
Veach  Noble,  executive  director  of  the 
Society  of  Medalists,  told  a  numismatic 
educational  forum  June  25. 

Among  the  most  striking  examples  of  the 
time  dimension  described  by  Noble  in  his 
illustrated  lecture  was  a  new  bronze  medal 
by  Leonde  F.  Finke  of  Roslyn,  N.Y., 
“The  Prodigal  Son.” 

On  the  one  side,  the  son  is  shown  leav¬ 
ing  his  parents,  while  the  other  side  of  the 
medal  illustrates  his  jubliant  return  one 
year  later,  with  the  three  of  them  arm  in 
arm. 

Noble  spoke  at  the  educational  forum  of 
the  13th  annual  Garden  State  Numismatic 
Association  convention  in  Cherry  Hill, 
N.J.,  organized  and  moderated  by  James 
K.  Brandt. 

Medals  have  evolved  greatly  from  the 
time  of  the  Renaissance,  Noble  began, 
when  they  were  used  primarily  for  por¬ 
traits  of  eminent  persons. 

Then  they  came  to  be  a  medium  for  con¬ 
veying  propaganda,  and  eventually  for 
commercial  messages  and  advertising,  he 
said. 

Today  the  very  perishable  nature  of 
photographic  and  television  images  makes 
the  enduring  quality  of  a  medal  more  im¬ 
portant  than  ever.  Noble  continued. 

“I  often  say  that  medals  may  be  lost,  but 
they  are  never  thrown  away.  They  are 
treasured  for  a  lifetime  and  more,”  he 
declared. 

The  most  recent  development  is  the  art 
medal  designed  for  its  own  sake,  the  tender 
creation  of  the  dedicated  medalist  and 
sculptor,  distinguished  by  its  purity  of  pur¬ 
pose  and  presentation  of  an  idea.  Noble 
told  the  audience. 


"Works  of  art  say  something,  they  com¬ 
municate  to  the  viewer.  The  medalist  must 
convey  his  message  through  the  medium 
of  a  small  chunk  of  metal  which  can  be 
held  in  the  hand,”  he  said. 

Among  the  recent  medals  commission¬ 
ed  by  the  society  from  sketches  submitted 
by  the  designers  and  illustrated  by  Noble 
were  the  following: 

“Cat  and  Mouse,”  by  Robert  A.  Wein¬ 
man.  The  obverse  shows  the  head  of  a  cat 
peeking  around  one  side  of  a  piece  of  Swiss 
cheese,  with  the  head  of  a  mouse  visible 
in  one  of  the  holes  of  the  cheese.  Reverse 
shows  the  entire  body  of  the  cat. 

“Woman  Looking  in  Mirror,”  by 
Marika  Somogyi.  The  obverse  show  the 
back  of  a  nude  woman  loooking  in  what 
appears  to  be  a  mirror,  actually  a  rec¬ 
tangular  hole  in  the  medal.  The  reverse 
show  the  devil  looking  through  the  "mir¬ 
ror.” 

"One  Planet,”  by  Alex  Shagin.  The 
reverse  has  a  stylized  representation  of  the 
earth  seen  from  the  moon,  the  obverse  a 
ring  of  hand-holding  cherubs  circling  the 
earth. 

Noble  shared  the  platform  with  Gregory 
S.  Heim  of  New  Jersey,  who  spoke  on  col¬ 
lecting  strategies  for  the  numismatist  and 
emphasized  the  importance  of  learning  the 
basics  before  beginning  to  form  a  serious 
collection.

Besides  the  vast  array  of  U.S.  &  Foreign 
coins  and  paper  money  available  on  the 
G.S.N.A.  bourse  floor  there  was  the  New 
Jersey  Token  &  Metal  Show  held  on  Satur¬ 
day  and  Sunday  just  across  from  the  lob¬ 
by.  Attending  this  show  was  some  of  the 
nation's  leaders  and  experts  in  the  field  of 
token  and  medals  and  related  exonumia.

Awards  were  given  out  at  the 
Awards  Breakfast  held  on  Sunday  Morn¬ 
ing.  The  "William  Horton”  Best  in  Show 
Award  went  to  Douglas  Tilghman  for  his 
exhibit  “A  Selection  of  U.S.  Paper  Money 
Errors.”  The  "John  Bebee  Memorial” 
Peoples  Choice  Award  was  given  to  Jerry 
Zara  for  his  “Prison  Money”  display  and 
the  "Tom  Hiney”  Junior  Best  in  Show 
Award  went  to  Eddie  Smith  for  "The  Last 
Mercury  Dime.” 

Plans  are  already  being  made  for  next 
year’s  G.S.N.A.  convention  to  be  held  at 
the  Hyatt  Cherry  Hill  on  June  23-25.

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Medals  of  the 
Popes 

Part  III 

by  THOMAS  LAWLESS 

If  you  noticed  in  our  last  two  articles  the 
brevity  with  which  we  covered  over  one 
thousand  years  has  come  to  an  abrupt  in 
this  article.  It  was  originally  planned  to 
cover  the  Renaissance  and  Reformation 
Periods.  It  cannot  be  done.  We  will  devote 
an  article  to  the  Renaissance  not  only  be¬ 
cause  of  its  worth  but  because  of  the  great 
pleasure  it  gives  me  and  the  incredible  vi¬ 
sion  and  artistic  appreciation  of  the  main 
characters  involved  in  it. 

The  Renaissance  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  exciting  moments  in  the 
history  of  mankind.  How  can  one  explain 
the  changes  that  took  place  and  the  beauty 
that  resulted.  Who  caused  it?  How  and 
why?  Again  and  again  the  credits  must  be 
spread  so  that  honors  may  be  placed  pro¬ 
perly  on  the  recipients.  If  this  is  a  long 
winded  introduction  I  really  think  the  sub¬ 
ject  merits  it. 

First  let  me  list  the  characters  principally 
involved  in  this  glorious  metamorphes  of 
the  soul  and  body  of  the  city: 

Martin  V . 1417-1431 

Eugene  IV . 1431-1 447 

Nicholas  V . 1447-1455 

Callixtus  III  . 1455-1458 

Pius  II . 1458-1414 

Sixtus  IV .  1471-1484 

Just  picture  1417  to  1484  almost  70 
years,  three  quarters  of  a  century.  Let  us 
begin  as  one  should  at  the  beginning.  Mar¬ 
tin  V  had  a  moment  of  peace,  the  Great 
Schism  ended.  However,  Rome  was 
destroyed.  What  the  soldiers  did  not 
pillage,  they  burned  or  razed.  The  city  was 
almost  a  cesspool,  wolves  raided  the  city, 
even  dug  up  bodies  from  graves.  Martin, 
living  outside  the  Vatican,  decided  to  clean 
up  the  city.  This  was  a  time  consuming  and 
laborious  task.  It  was  the  beginning  for 
Martin.  He  felt  Rome  should  be  THE  CI¬ 
TY  OF  GOD.  The  vision  was  his  and  he 
employed  two  architects  to  draw  the  plans. 
It  was  to  be  a  thing  of  beauty,  worthy  to 
honor  God.  What  courage  and  what 
foresight. 


Arts  and  sciences  of  all  kinds,  at  the 
time,  were  in  Florence  under  the  patronage 
of  the  rich.  Martin  invited  them  to  Rome 
promising  an  artistic  freedom  they  had 
never  enjoyed  before.  They  came  in 
droves.  They  were  housed  in  temporary 
shelters.  Painters,  sculptures,  architects, 
muralists,  mosaicists  were  invited  to  sit  in 
on  the  planning  and  to  let  their  talents  run 
free.  This,  however,  was  not  to  be  a  helter 
skelter  artistic  explosion.  The  general  plan 
was  explained  to  each  artist  and  artisan. 
St.  Peter’s  would  be  changed  from  its  very 
foundation  to  its  roof.  What  about  the  so- 
called  instigator  of  all  this?  He  was  involv¬ 
ed  in  wars  with  other  states.  He  was  a 
Pope,  a  king,  general  restorer  and  builder. 
His  legacy  at  his  death  in  1431  was  a  plan 
for  the  future  for  his  successors  to  create 
THE  CITY  OF  GOD. 

Eugene  IV  succeeded  Martin  V  in  1431 
and  began  to  use  the  artists  to  embellish 
the  enormous  bronze  doors.  They  were 
covered  with  a  blue  enamel  on  which  the 
artist  Filarate  framed  the  pictures  of  Christ 
with  mythological  animals.  Eugene  with 
nonchalance  of  a  Renaissance  Man  was  not 
the  least  bit  annoyed  or  disturbed.  Eugene, 
however,  had  the  lateran  Gates  sculpted  by 
Antonio  of  Viterbo.  They  were  truly  ar¬ 
tistically  magnificent.  He  then  had 
Donatello  create  the  tabernacle  and 
brought  Fra  Angelico  from  the  solitude  of 
St.  Mark’s  Monastery  to  design  the  Pon¬ 
tifical  Chair.  These  were  remarkable  ac¬ 
complishments  in  view  of  the  many  pro¬ 
blems  which  beset  Eugene’s  reign. 

Eugene’s  successor  was  Nicholas  V, 
who  must  be  called  the  true  architect  of  the 
Renaissance.  During  his  reign  and  almost 
directly  under  his  supervision  the  Vatican 
as  we  see  it  today  began  to  take  shape.  His 
ideals  were  clearly  made  visible.  His  view 
of  THE  CITY  OF  GOD  became  a  reality. 
He  saw,  not  only  a  pontifical  court,  but  all 
the  functions  of  the  church  installed  in  the 
Vatican.  He  saw  this  enormous  building 
as  a  necessary  place  in  which  would  be  in¬ 
stalled  the  Papal  Curia.  He  brought  the 
“painter  of  Christ,’’  Fra  Angelico  to  do 
in  fresco  the  two  martyrs  Stephen  and 
Laurence. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  accomplishment  of 
Nicholas  V  was  his  unification  of  the 
Vatican  Library.  Scholars  from  all  over  the 
world  still  examine  and  study  the 
manuscripts  Nicholas  V  so  wisely  bought. 
It  took  three  buildings  to  hold  these 
treasures. 


Callixtus  III  succeeded  Nicholas  and 
concentrated  all  his  forces  and  resources 
in  his  war  with  the  Turks  and  the 
Renaissance  seemed  to  come  to  a  halt. 

Callixtus  III  reigned  for  three  years  and 
was  succeeded  by  Pius  II,  who  was  truly 
a  collector  of  all  forms  of  art.  He  did  not 
live  in  the  Vatican,  but  used  the  Cardinal  's 
Residence  which  he  transformed  into  a 
museum.  He  collected  furniture,  medals, 
cameos,  liturigical  objects  all  of  which 
were  carefully  catalogued.  Among  these 
was  a  priceless  tiara.  All  of  which  were 
later  returned  to  the  Vatican.  Pius  II  was 
the  real  poet  of  the  period  and  truly  gave 
Rome  its  soul. 

Sixtus  IV  was  a  mendicant  Franciscan 
monk  who  was  so  poor  that  when  he  was 
made  a  Cardinal,  had  no  money  for  a 
night's  lodging.  He  was  an  austere 
dogmatist  who  completely  changed  when 
he  was  elected  Pope.  He  made  his  nephews 
Cardinals  and  used  the  Vatican  treasury  to 
enrich  his  impoverished  family.  He  had  his 
own  ballet  company.  He  organized  hunts 
and  his  parties  were  richly  magnificent. 

Sixtus  IV  sold  Paul’s  treasures, 
reconstructed  the  Vatican  and  caused  an 
unbelieveable  strain  on  the  treasury.  He 
took  limestone  from  the  Colliseum  for  his 
gates  and  buildings.  He  built  new  streets 
and  bridges.  He  enlarged  the  library  of 
Nicholas  V  and  purchased  thousands  of 
new  manuscripts. 

Sixtus  hired  Pinturicchio,  Perugino, 
Bollicelli  and  Ghirlanjo.  His  expenditures 
were  tremendous.  His  nepotism,  his 
violence,  his  terrible  temper  are  somewhat 
softened  by  his  love  of  beauty  and  his 
creative  powers.  We  must  remember  he 
gave  life  to  Nicholas  V  plans. 

Because  of  his  misuse  of  the  treasury, 
and  his  methods  of  restoring  its  stability 
I  believe,  was  really  the  introduction  of  the 
period  that  was  to  follow  the  Reformation.

How  to  become 
a  Dealer 

bv  RON  RILEY 

So  you  have  collected  coins  since  you 
were  2  years  old,  and  you  are  in  love  with 
the  hobby  and  ever  since  you  can 
remember  you  have  checked  your  change 
at  the  cash  register.  You  enjoy  reading 
numismatic  books  and  articles  and  at  five 
paces  you  can  spot  a  slider  from  an  uncir¬ 
culated  coin.  The  only  problem  is  that  you 
are  an  accountant  or  a  sales  manager. 
There  are  days  as  you  pour  over  someone’s 
tacts  and  figures  that  you  wish  there  was 
a  better  way  to  make  a  living. 

Often  you  have  contemplated  pursuing 
your  hobby  and  making  it  your  career.  So 
how  do  you  go  about  it?  Where  do  you 
begin?  Do  you  give  up  a  job  that  has  made 
you  a  comfortable  living  and  say  to  your 
wife  and  children  “The  heck  with  it,  I  am 
going  to  sell  coins  for  a  living.”  Hardly, 
an  impulse  like  that  could  lead  to  disaster. 

Taking  the  step  into  the  coin  business 
like  any  other  business  venture  for  that 
matter,  must  be  carefully  thought  out. 
Maybe  your  knowledge  of  coins  is  exten¬ 
sive,  perhaps  it  is  a  specialty  limited  to  one 
or  two  areas.  It  is  not  necessary  to  be  a 
renaissance  man  in  the  world  of  coins. 
Sure  you  can  speicalize,  doctors  do  it,  why 
can't  you!  (Although  if  you  are  planning 
on  specializing  in  Siberian  love  tokens,  you 
could  have  some  problems).  Let  us  say 
your  forte  is  Early  American  Coppers, 
how  can  I  be  a  good  dealer  in  everything? 
This  answer  is  simple,  you  learned  about 
them,  so  do  your  homework. 

Remember  as  in  any  other  business,  if 
you  know  more  than  the  customer  you're 
considered  the  expert.  Also  keep  in  mind 
that  in  any  field,  learning  is  constant  and 
customers  are  an  amazing  source  of 
knowledge.  That's  why  God  gave  you  two 
ears  and  just  one  mouth.  Listen. 

Don’t  quit  your  job!  Get  your  feet  wet 
first.  Cultivate  a  few  customers  on  your 
own.  Get  their  want  lists  and  attend  every 
show  you  can.  Make  friends  with  local 
dealers.  This  will  give  you  a  taste  of  the 
business.  You  might  think  twice  about 
your  great  idea  when  those  coins  you 
bought  for  your  friends  and  customers 
aren’t  quite  what  they  wanted.  “It’s  not 
toned  enough.”  “It’s  too  toned,”  “That 
can’t  be  an  MS-63.”  Get  to  know  your 
customer’s  wants  or  else  you  will  be  eating 
a  lot  of  coins.  Beauty  is  very  subjective, 
just  look  around  you  and  see  who  married 
who.

Another  way  to  get  into  the  business  is 
to  offer  your  services  to  a  local  reputable 
coin  dealer.  Your  specialization  could  be 
an  asset  to  him.  Work  part  time  if  possi¬ 
ble  and  learn  the  business.  The  important 
thing  here  is  not  to  jeopardize  your  posi¬ 
tion  with  your  employer.  Establish 
guidelines  as  soon  as  possible.  Everyone 
has  trade  secrets  and  special  customers. 
Get  comfortable  with  the  business  and 
learn  all  you  can. 

Subscribe  to  as  many  publications  as 
possible.  It  won't  take  long  before  you 
decide  which  ones  will  suit  your  needs. 
Join  local  and  state  coin  clubs  to  meet  other 
prospective  customers  and  learn  of  their 
collecting  material.  A  library  is  another 
source  of  information. 

Capital  is  one  of  the  keys  to  survival. 
Most  small  businesses  fail  because  of  the 
lack  of  it.  The  government  has  tons  of 
literature  for  you  on  the  subject,  take  the 
time  and  send  for  it.  Paper  work  is  pro¬ 
bably  the  second  most  reason  for  business 
failure,  you  can  be  buried  in  it.  Long  after 
the  last  customer  leaves  your  shop,  the  real 
work  begins.  When  you  fall  behind  in  your 
paper  work,  it  seems  you  can  never  catch 
up.  and  your  business  suffers. 

The  full  time  coin  dealer  has  become  a 
relatively  small  group  of  individuals  na¬ 
tionwide.  and  the  reason  why  there  is  not 
a  shop  on  every  corner  is  that  the  road  is 
a  long  and  narrow  one.  If  the  road  you 
choose  is  one  of  get  rich  quick,  guess  again 
my  friend.  Maybe  you  should  stick  to 
counting  someone  elses  money  and  keep 
collecting  as  a  hobby.

The 

Silver  Dollars 
of  1878 

by  GREGORY  S.  HEIM 

1878  was  the  first  year  of  the  Morgan 
Dollar,  and  with  the  first  year  of  the 
Morgan  Dollar  came  a  slew  of  varieties 
that  many  a  collector  still  have  trouble 
identifying  by  sight.  This  short  article  will 
help  the  numismatist  to  identify  the  four 
reverses  in  addition  to  what  coins  have 
what  reverses. 

First  Reverse:  known  as  the  "8  Tail 
Feather”  variety.  Very  simply,  the  eagle 
has  8  tail  feathers  to  be  counted  along  with 
a  concave  breast.  Only  the  1878-P  business 
strike  and  proofs  display  this  reverse.

Second  Reverse:  known  as  the  "7  Tail 
Feather,  concave  breast"  variety.  The 
eagle  only  has  seven  tail  feathers,  but  the 
breast,  of  the  eagle  is  flat ,  or  concave. 
However,  this  is  not  the  easiest  way  to 
identify  a  second  reverse.  The  easier  way 
is  to  look  at  the  arrow  feathers  located  just 
above  the  eagle’s  tail  feathers.  If  the  very 
top  of  the  top  arrow  feather  is  parallel  with 
the  others,  you  have  a  second  reverse. 
Some  1878-P,  and  all  1878-S’s  and  CC’s 
have  the  second  reverse.  Note:  the  second 
reverse  1878-P  proof  dollar  is  the  rarest 
proof  Morgan  with  an  estimated  mintage 
of  25-50. 

Second  Reverse  over  First  Reverse: 
known  as  the  "7  over  8  tail  feather"  var¬ 
iety.  Only  occurs  on  the  1878-P  dollar.  By 
looking  at  the  tail  feathers,  make  sure  four 
or  more  tail  feathers  show  under  the  ex¬ 
isting  7  tail  feather  design. 

Third  Reverse:  "known  as  the  7-tail 
feathers,  convex  breast"  variety.  Occurs 
on  the  1878-P  and  all  other  subsequent 
dates  with  the  exception  of  the  "chicken 
breast"  1921  dollar.  Again,  detection  of 
the  third  reverse  without  comparison  is  dif¬ 
ficult,  so  again  the  arrow  feather  must  be 
examined.  The  top  of  the  top  arrow  feather 
will  be  slanted  w  ith  the  high  end  up.  thus 
detecting  the  third  reverse.
